For Food, Cars 
Locally 


(Special to the Avalanche) 

New York, July 13 The 
changing times are producing cor- 
responding changes in the way in 
which residents of Crawford 
County are spending a ‘A 

Because local incomes 
been rising faster than the cost of 
living, the average family has 
been able to eat better, to dress 
better and to add to its expendit- 
ures for recreation and for hob- 
bies, 

The data on local spending abil- 
ity ‘and spending habits comes 
from a nationwide survey made 
by the Standard Rate and Data 
Service. It details the emphasis 
given by the consumer to such 
items as food, clothing, house fur- 
nishings, autos and general mer- 
chandise. 

Most of the money spent in 
Crawford County’s retail stores in 
the past year, it was fourtd, went 
for food and for automotive equip 
ment, which includes new and 

d-cars;—aute—aveessories,—b: 
and motorcycles. 

Such purchases accounted for 
48 cents out of every retail dollar. 

That was more than was spent 
for them in most parts of the 
United States, an average of 42 
cents. In the State of Michigan it, 
was 47 cents, 

Expenditures in local bakeries, 
groceries, meat markets and other 
food stores came to $1,304,000 in 
the year. : 

It amounts to $866 per house- 
hold if divided equally among the 
local population. — 

Not included in the tatal is the 
money spent in”restaufants, soda 
fountains and the like‘for on-the- 
premises food and drink. 

The stores selling cars and.other 
automotive equipment accounted 
for $1,538,000 in the year. It rep- 
resented 26 cents of the retail 
dollar. 

Although people were restrain- 
ed, for the most part, in their
